Judge Rules that Courts Cannot Re- 


view Draft Boards' Acts 


New Yorkr,Sept. 13—Suit brought 


by an alien to enjoin members of a 
Ibcal exemption board from certifying 
Wm for military .service was dismis- 
sed here today by federal Judge.May- 
•r on the ground that a Court has no 
jurisdiction to review the decision? of 
draft boards nor to restrain them 
from "doing what had already been 
done."

Judge Rules that Courts Cannot Re- 


view Draft Boards' Acts 


New Yorkr,Sept. 13—Suit brought 


by an alien to enjoin members of a 
Ibcal exemption board from certifying 
Wm for military .service was dismis- 
sed here today by federal Judge.May- 
•r on the ground that a Court has no 
jurisdiction to review the decision? of 
draft boards nor to restrain them 
from "doing what had already been 
done."

Puta Officers and Enlisted Men on the 


Same Footing asJWeaeure 


is Passed 


Washington, Sept. 13—The House 


Unanimously passed tonight the 
for so'dh»rs' and sailors' insurance. 
The same L compensate for depen- 
dents rf officers or enlisted men in 
death and disability cases waa pro- 
vided in an amendment adopted today 
by the Housv over the protest of the 
committee in charge of the measure. 


The bill also wfas amended to in- 


crease compensations for all" depen- 
dents about 15 per cent. The new 
rates per month adopted were: 


Widow $36; one child, $45; two 


children, $52.50, and an additional $5 
for each child up to four. 


One motherless child, $20; two, $35; 


three $45 and $10 additional for eacn 
child up to five. 


A widowed mother would receive 


$30 a month and no family allowance 
vvnuld exceed $75 a month. Under the 
original draft of the bill the compen- 
sation for officers' dependents might 
have gone as high as $200 a month.
